And they often direct na- 
tional lite. Cncle Tom's Cabin had 
much ar.rj more to do with cre.tting a 
dislike of slavery than all the elo- 
yuent writings and speeches of tlie 
abolition leaders, 
while 
Cooper's 


works and others that will suggest 
themselves simply painted and°de- 
scribed the course of American life. 
H e liave excellent writers of attrac- 
tive and instructive novels, which 
deal with life, from 
Great Brit- 


ain, France and Germany, and plenty 
of our own Republic. And we have 
some that teach evil rather than 
good, and some that merely delineate 
the follies of the wonld-be fashiona- 
ble life. These are less than simply 
nseless. We have, too, the religious 
novel, of which Pilgrim's Progress is 
an early and admirable specimen, and 
many an admirable and beautiful re- 
ligious story has been written since. 
Thanksgiving is with us and Christ- 
mas will soon be here. We do not 
desire to do more than say that a 
good book is a good present. 
The 


young will generally prefer au inter- 
esting tale. 
Some mislead-these 


should not be made a present. 
Select 


the best and the most interesting, 
the best as a representative o[ your 
thought and judgment, for presents, 
and the more carefully tbe younger 
thc»se to whom you present them. A 
good book is a worthy present and 
lasts longer in use and meinon than 
almost any other that can be made. 
In noticing novels and stories, they 
are frequently presented. 
But these 


are but a small part of the literature 
that, conveys the thought of the 
world to readers. Books of history, 
biography, religion, science, etc., not 
forgetting the noble beauties and 
truth of poetry, are often wisely the 
most acceptable and fitting. I" have 
noticed stories and novels, for by 
most classes they are the most accep- 
table.

Various sections gave their opinions on 
the output of f eeiling straw through The 
Rural New Yorker. An Illinois farmer 
•aid that now all of tbe oat straw and 
moat of the wheat straw in carefullv 
•tacked. The long swing stacker in use 
MmMes three men to jmt tip an immens» 
semicilcular stack 2.5 or more feel, high 
with the gieatest ease, and all of the 
ohafE, chess and light grain tluit is blown 
ont goes into the stack. When tlie stack 
IB not in a yard or small pasture, many 
farmers inclose it with a temporary 
fence and yard cattle, horses aud nigs 
about it all winter. Tho horses aud cat- 
tle eat part of it and trample the rest 
down, converting the whole into a mass 
of coarse manure, which is afterward 
hauled ont and spread on pastures or 
corn ground. 
While ynrdeJ about a 


stack of straw like this the cattle and 
horses are given one feed a day of corn 
fodder with the ears left on, and the pigs 
yarded with them see tl.at none is 
wasted. 


Some farmers put u fence around the 


stock and feed the straw to the aniinala 
in large feed racks plated just outsid« 
the fence. 
After the stock have picked 


» n ckitil over, the coarser sluit rein'lin- 
ing Is tlirowu ont to Le trampled down 
and a new supply taki-s ils place. With 
one feed of shock com a day, botu horses 
and cuttle winter n:r«:y on straw. 
Sheep also do well on proud, bright straw 
with one feed of mixed outs and stalled 
corn a day. It wouldn't pay here to 
chop and steam Iho straw, niul the stock 
eat very httie morn of it when dampened 
and mixed with ground feed of any Mud.
